Detroit, Philadelphia and 
Boston Now Behind 
“Greater Atlanta’s” To- 
tal of 161.29 Sq. Miles. 


Greater Atlanta this morning look- 
ed dewn from a lofty peak where are 
congregated those American cities 
with claims to greatness. There are 
but four eities which have more ter- 
ritory within their limits in the United 
States. In population, Greater At- 
lanta becomes the 20th city in the 
nation, a climb overnight from 34th 
place. 

All this has come about through the 
passage of a bill by the general as- 
sembly of Georgia and the governor's 
approval, the Greater Atlanta annex- 
ation measure which was enacted into 
law Saturday when Governor Hard- 
man put his signature on the act. 

In the south, Greater Atlanta needs 
look only to New Orleans with its 
196 square miles of territory, against 
this city’s 161.29 square miles of area, 
and New Orleans’ 432,000 estimated 
population. The other three cities 
covering more territory are Los An- 
geles, Greater New York and Chicago. 

Detroit, Philadelphia Behind 

Detroit, with 139 square miles, and 
Philadelphia, with its 1729.71 squéere 
miles, takes sixth and. seventh place 
respectively. Other great and pop- 
ulous cities, Baltimore, Boston, Cleve- 
land, San Francisco, Pittsburgh, St. 
Louis, all have gathered their large

Greater Atlanta now has its total 
area of 161.20 square miles divided 
between Fulton county and DeKalb 
county with 154.15 square miles in 
Fulton and 7.14 square miles in De- 
Kalb. Outside the limits of Greater 
Atlanta, Fulton county has but 33.17 ° 
square miles, all in the extreme north-

College Park, Hapeville and East 
Point boroughs all have approximate- 
ly 2.25 square miles while little Avon- 
dale Estates borough, the baby, has 
but .27 square miles.

The great wave of water was 
likely to be felt as far as Sukkur, 
in lower Punjab, where a dam is 
being built, almost a thousand miles 
away from the bursting of the glacier 
wall.

Kashmir. where the great lake 
gathered 17,000 feet above sea level, 
is one of the outlets of India to 
central Asia.

Some of the passes of the 
Karokoram group are 20,000 — feet 
high.

Over Rock 
Springs we took on three hundred gal- 
lons of more gas. and eight gallons of 
ou. That was in our first contact 
there. Later we took on 50 gallons 
more of £as. 

The weather has been swell, ex- 
cept for a little rain over Salt Lake 
City, and Art and I are keeping very 
comfortable, all things considered. But 
did you ever try to sleep in a para- 
chute? We've been catnapping by 
turn now amd! then, with our para- 
chutes on, and believe me they don’t 
make the best kind of pajamas.

HOUSE CONCURNS 
IN GAS TAX BILL 
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taxable fuel oil will be shipped into 
the state in the next year. 

One of the senate amendments to 
the gasoline tax measure provides 
that, if for any reason the 1-cent 
portion of the tax allotted to the 
counties shall not be available for 
that purpose, it shall be added to the 
4-cent portion going to the _ state 
highway department. <A _ second sec- 
tion of the same amendment would 
re-allocate the 1 cent apportioned to 
the school equalization fund by plac- 
ing it in the state treasury for use 
of the common schools, in the event 


the distribution proposed in the bill 
is held invalid. 

The other amendment would require 
cities and counties to pay the gaso- 
line tax in the same manner as pri- 
vate enterprises. The various polit- 
ical subdivisions of the state here- 
tofore have been exempt from the 
tax by purchasing gasoline in large 
quantities and storing it for their 
own use. 


The highway mileage bill, which 
was introduced originally by Senator 
Neill and later replaced by the Tray- 
lor substitute in the house, was 
amended upon its return to the sen- 
ate so that the increase in mileage 
of the state highway system from 
6,300 to approximately 9,000 miles, 
as proposed by the Traylor plan, 
shal _ become effective. only as the 
counties and the highway board sig- 
nify their readiness for the additional! 
construction. While the total will 
remain tentatively at 9,000 miles, the 
actual increase sanctioned at present 
is only about 800 miles, a figure ar- 
rived at by excluding from the sys- 
tem all roads running through towns 
of 2,500 population or less. 


General Legislation. 


General legislation approved by the 
house included bills to prohibit deer 
hunting for five years in 18 north 
Georgia counties; to permit the coas- 
al highway district to employ a fiscal 
agent; to authorize the state to ac- 
cept the A. G. Rhodes mansion in 
Atlanta for use of the department of 
archives and history; to provide for

“Now, as to these boys and Mr.!| tion for the young people for the | 


Edison's examination, and the reward 
of the best fitted, his idea was simply | 
to encourage the finding and develop- | 
ing of leaders, which is the greatest | 
need of this country today,” Mr. Ford 
waid, | 

“As to Mr. Edison's successor, who 
knows anything about that? Mr. Edi-|

“The young man who came out on 
top in the examination will be able 


to take up the work and responsibili- 
ties of his own life, and if he catches 
some of the inspiration of Mr. Edi- 
son's life it will be a great thing for 
that young man.

ob All Ahead of Him. 

“This boy's job is all abead of him. 
Mr. Edison and the boy, and all the 
rest of us who had a part in the se- 
lection, understand this. The great 
idea was—and still is in Me. Edison’s 
mind—-that what is wrong with the 
young people in this country today— 
if anything is—is merely that older 
people, and especially men who have 
risen to positions of large responsi- 
bility, don’t take sufficient interest in 
the young folks—don’'t try to find out 
what stuff is in these youngsters and 
try to develop it. 

“To emphasize the need of taking 
a real interest in the boys and girls 
of the country and giving them a 
chance to make something more of 
themselves than mere plodders was 
the great idea in Mr. Edison's mind.

“Can you imagine a boy going 
through school with no interests ex- 
cept getting his marks out of his books 
and study being really prepared to do 
any original and creative work in 
the world?

Unless the lad 
has been prying into a lot of the ma- 
terials and processes that enter into 
our complex life, examining every- 
thing and questioning everything, he 
is little better fitted after school 
training than he was before to have 
an active share in practical American 
life. And I say again we want young 
men in training for leadership. And 
that was Mr. Edison's idea. He has 
started something of great importance 
to the country. 


“You doubtless noticed that the Ed- 
son questionnaire covered a wide 
range of subjects. Everything from 
physics to internationalism. We want- 
ed to learn what interests these boys 
had in the things which are actually 
being done and how far they had in- 
vestigated and thought for them- 
selves? How much work had they 
actually done, the results of which 
they could salt down as something 
really useful to themselves and the 
world? How much of the world’s 
real work had they seen in operation 
and what had they learned from it?

Interested in Boys. 

“Mr. Edison has always been inter- 
ested in boys and training them to 
useful and important work. This last 
effort of his was only one of many 
that he has made. ‘The general fac- 
tor in the whole even was that these 
boys were brought face to face with a 
man who had himself become one of 
the world’s great benefactors just. by 
the hard work of- gathering knowl- 


ven alj| edge from things as they are, instead

VALUABLE JEWELS STOLEN BY GHOULS 


Brings Warfare of Klans 


f

Shanghai, August 17.—Looting of 

a Chinese tomb filled with royal treas- 
ures has precipitated bitter clan war- 
fare in the Nan-an district near 
Amoy. Much blood has been shed and 
more blood will flow before descemnd- 
ants of “Fu Ren-hsiah, thirteenth an- 
cestor of his line,” will think of any 
form of settlement. 

Fu was a much-admired cabinet 
minister during the reign of the Ming 
emperor, Ch’en-hud@. He had seven 
sons, whase descendants now number 
about 10,000 known as the Fu clan. 

When the minister died his sons 
prepared a rich mausoleum in the side 
of the Gem Rabbit mountain, where 
@ cave was excavated and lined with 
brick. Two compartments were made, 
each about 30 by 40 feet. 

Here the body of Fu, garbed in a 
red satin robe and wearing the offi- 
cial headdress of his imperial rank, 
was placed seated in a marble chair 
in front of a marble table. His cap 
bore a great jewel with a pearl on 
each side; his girdle glistened with 17 
jewels; on his feet were the official 
top boots, and under them were two 
gold lions each weighing 64 ounces. 
A large pearl was placed in his 


mouth. 
Jewels of Wife. 

Bodies of Fu’s wife und coneubines, 
placed in chairs in the inner com- 
partment, were similarly garbed. The 
wife was seated in the center and 
the two concubines sat one on each 
side. There was a marble table in 
front of each. 

The wife wore a phoenix cap with 


fanyone having authority to consider | 


a large pearl in the center and golden 
hairpins thrust through, tassels deck- 
ef with pearls banging from hat and 
pins. She, like her lord, has a large 
pearl in her mouth. Her feet were 
crossed and rested on’ golden phoe- 
nixes. while the concubines’ feet rest- 
ed on blocks of gold. All wore red 
robes and there were other robes and 
treasures in boxes. 

Looters entered this tomb by night, 


breaking the close-sealed outer door- 
ways. A descendant of Fu saw their 
lights, but,. being alone, could do 
nothing. Next day he went to the 
tomb with companions and found his, 
worst fears realized. The large pearls 
in the mouth of the statesman and 
his consort had not been disturbed, 
but the robes were mauled, the jewels 
were missing, the golden phoenixes 
and blocks had been stolen, the caps 
were gone: 

The bodies of Fu and his wife were 
in’ good condition and well preserved. 
In the case of the concubines, how- 
ever, the chins had been broken, 
probably to obtain jewels from their 
mouths. The third and small fin- 
gers had been cut off to remove rings. 
Everything was in great disorder. 

Gang of 35 Thieves. 

Investigation disclosed that the per- 
netrator was a band of 35 men headed 
by one Wang. Two of the group were 
eaptured and the district magistrate 
wanted to execute them out of hand, 
but the Fu family protested that ef- 
forts must be made through them to 
capture their companions. A week of 
warfare resulted, with death of 11 
of the Wang: group and several Fu 
casualties. Indications are that the 
story is far from finished. 

This is only one of a long series 
of recent tomb robberies, the most 
noteworthy having been that of the 
tomb. of the Empress Dowager Tzu 
Hsi near Peping some months ago. 
A Shanghai weekly paper recently 


published a report that some of the 
jewels taken from Tzu Hsi’s tomb 
are being offered for sale and freely 
advettised by a large New York 
jeweler.

Shanghai, August 17. — (United 
News.)—Indications that China i« 
preparing against a struggle with Rus- 
sia and a possible protracted winter 
campaign in Manchuria were seen 
here today when it was disclosed that 
extensive, inquiries had been made in 
the Shanghai markets for woolen 
blankets and uniforms. 

It was reported unofficially that 
Nanking government has instructed 
Wu re its minister at Wash- 
ington, to inform the Washington rep- 
resentatives of the powers subscribing 
to the Kellogg treaty that Russia has 
begun an offensive against China. 

The report was not confirmed by 
the government, but it was admitted 
officially that Wu had been instructed 
to notify the Kellogg treaty powers of 
China's intention of settling the dis- 
pute by peaceful means, but if China's

his life on the gallows at dawn to- 
day for the murder of two coast 
guardsmen in an ocean gunfight. 
Alderman was executed secretly on 
a rough pine gallows erected in a 
large steel seaplane hangar on the 
grounds of the United States coast 
guard base. By court order no one 
witnessed the hanging except designat- 
ed officials and a spiritual adviser. 
Unfalteringly and with a prayer on 


his lips, Alderman walked to the scaf- 


fold with steady tread, surrounded by 
a small body of armed guards. Once 
inside the execution chamber the con- 
demned man watched the hangman 
test the trap and then mounted the 
platform where his spiritual adviser 
administered the last rites. 

A few minutes after the procession 
entered the confines of the hangar the 


heavy dull thud of the falling trap 


was heard by a little group of news- 
papermen stationed outside a high wire 
fence only 30 feet away. Coast guards- 
men, armed with machine guns and 
rifles, who had been pacing back and 
forth outside the execution chamber, 
stood rigidly at attention for a mo- 
ment and then resumed their beat. 

The trap was sprung at 6:03 o’clock 
and about 6:25 o’clock the body, wrap- 
ped in white, was loaded into a wait- 
ing hearse before which Alderman had 
paused to pray for a moment as he 
entered the hangar a few minutes 
before. 

The.crime for which Alderman was 
hanged occurred on August 7, 1927, 
about 35 miles off the Florida coast 
when a boat filled with coast guards-

Alderman arose early today after 
a good night’s sleep and immediately 
began reading his Bible. He sat on 
his cot reading the Scriptures for only 
a few minutes, however, and ordered 
breakfast, which he ate heartily. 

When he had finished his meal.

To pass this tariff bill in anything 
like its present form; indeed, to pass 
any tariff bill at this session—to give 
the bill the momentum which it must 
have and which it has actually been 
losing lately—for that purpose there 
must be, practically speaking, general 
democratic assent to it. 

Psychology Different. 

The reader will have begun to 
wonder why this is so—in what re- 
spect the pending tariff bill differs 
from preceding: ones which have been 
passed with extremely litlte aid from 
democrats. Part of the answer is that 
the psychology is different. 

A democratic candidate for presi- 
dent nearly 50 years ago, Winfield 
Scott Hancock, in 1880, earned a 
good deal of derision for himself, slew 
himself as a serious presidential can- 
didate and coined a phrase that 
blazed through the newspapers for 
many years and into serious history, 
by saying, in effect: “The tariff is 
a local issue.” To say that any one 
tariff can be a psychological matter 
may seem even more grotesque. In 
fact, however, Hancock was _ right. 
The tariff is a local matter. And 
the question of the passage of the 
pending tariff bill is largely a psy- 
chological matter. 

Not Interested. 

The psychological conditions are 
unfavorable for the present bill. Not 
enough large business interests in the 
north and east have their shoulders 
behind it. They are not sufficiently 
interested. 

Here, in this present month of Au- 
gust, we are having the most prosper- 
ous month the United States has ever 
known, the largest volume of busi- 
ness, the largest ratio of profits, 
the highest prices for securities ever 
recorded on the New York Stock Ex- 
change, probably the least unemploy- 
ment. It is a Ment month, an e*- 
celsior month, a Eureka month—any- 
thing you choose to call it. 

Obviously, when business is that 
way, business leaders are not con- 
sumed with anxiety about getting an 
increase in the tariff. By the same 
token it is difficult to make anybody 
feel that higher protection is impera- 
tively necessary. The existence of 
prosperity works, in a subtle psy- 
chological way, against the tariff. 

f Congress Should Quit. 

To those who don’t like the tariff, 
this extreme prosperity constitutes an 
argument for not enacting it. The 
great bulk of business leaders, in 
their own minds, without reflecting 
on it, really think the same way. 
Does any one suppose that if congress 
should adjourn tomorrow and_= go 
home, business would suddenly slump 
because of the certainty there would 
be no tariff revision? Does any one 
suppose business leaders would he 
alarmed and sorry? On the contrary, 
they would take what is the more 
usual attitude. of business toward 
congress, an attitude of gratefulness 
and relief that congress is not in ses- 
sion. 

All his does not deny that those 
business men who do think they need 
more protection, may need it badly. 
Those who are taking an interest in 
the present tariff are very earnest 
about it, indeed. But there are not 
enough of them. It is just half a 
dozen rather localized spets—of which 
the textile industry is the most con- 
spicuouwg—that wants this tariff 
passed and is aggressive in support 


of it. 
The Sugar Schedule. 

The lagging and sagging of this 
tariff bill, its failure to gather much 
headway in the beginning and its ac- 
tual loss of momentum at the present 
moment, is illustrated by that schedule 
which has been made most conspicu- 
ous, namely, sugar. The bill, as 
passed in the lower house, raised the 
tariff on sugar from 2.20 cents a 
pound to 3 cents a pound (with, in 
both cases, a differential of 20 per 
cent in favor of Cuba.) That raise is 
pretty certainly doomed.

had their homes, namely, in the north 
and east. What we are about to see 
for the first time now is whether a 
protective tariff bill can be passed 
when its home is not in the east and 
north, and not among manufacturers— 
but in the agricultural west and 
among farmers. It may be that un- 
der these conditions a bill can be 
passed—but it can’t be passed by the 
west alone and the farmers alone. 
They will need the help of a consid- 
erable portion of the south and of the 
democrats. 

That the farmers, under their pres- 
ent conditions, ought to have every 
possible benefit the tariff can give 
them, is conceded by practically ey- 
erybody. That belief lies at the heart 
of this tariff session. Only because 
of that belief was the session called. 
But when the bill gets down to the 
heart of congress, Senators and mem- 
bers become lukewarm. = First of all, 
the easterners and manufacturers, 
took a bill which was meant to be a 
farmer's bill, and loaded it down 
with increases in a considerable quan- 
tity of manufacturing schedules, such 
as textiles, cement and boots and 
shoes, together with shingles and 
building materials. 

Cries From Grain Belt.

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Swindlers Get 
Billion Yearly 
From U.S. Folk 


BY WILLIAM R. KUHNS.

New York, August 17.—Investors 
contribute approximately $1,000,000,- 
000 yearly to swindlers, 

And that contribution is attribut- 
ed to a combination of ignorance in 
financial matters and the gambling 
instinct, by 33 expert fraud fighters. 

The National Better Business Bu- 
reau has evolved a plan for the edu- 
cation of the general public along fi- 
nancial lines designed to fortify small 
investors in their dealings with dis 
tributors of securities. The plan di- 
vides itself into five parts: 

1. A series of 52 pesters has been 
prepared for weekly distribution to 
individual concerns. They picture 
the evils of careless investment and 
are supplemented by bulletins going 
more deeply into theesubject of stock 
frauds. 

2. A booklet of practical financial 
information for the average investor 
will be distributed through banks, pub- 
lishers and industrial executives. 

3. The bureau will establish a 
branch in any community desiring it. 

4. Special efforts will be made to 
protect investors from fraud under 
various ‘“customer-ownership” proj- 
ects, 

5. The bureau will conduct an in- 
tensified campaign to obtain the co- 
operation of all agencies interested 
in the suppression of stock frauds. 

The bureau compiled a list of state- 
ments from “blue sky” commission- 
ers in 33 states. An analysis of their 
opinions shows them almost unani- 
mous in holding that the most ef- 
fective means of combatting stock 
fraud artists is education of the pub- 
lie along financial lines. 

It is shown that victims of fraud 
are by no means limited to unedu- 
cated persons’ but include a large pro- 
portion of the intelligent, professional 
classes.

FIGHT ONPENNSYLVANA 
BLUE LAWS GROWING 


Philadelphia, August 17.—(United 
News.)——Determined to liberalize the 
Pennsylvania blue laws passed in 
1794, an amalgamation has been af- 
fected between two of the principal 
organizations favoring modification 
of the law in so far as it affects 
Sunday amusements here. 

The Anti-Blue Law Association of 
Pennsylvania, which, according to 
John Mather, chairman of its board 
of dirsctors, represents more than 
000,000 members, has merged with 
the Open Sunday League of Pennsyl- 
vania for the common cause. The 
latter organization claims to have 
375.000 members. ‘ 

In furtherance of the campaign 
of the combined organizations, the 
newspapers of the state, 80 per cent 
of which are said to favor liberaliza- 
tion of the law, are being canvassed 
to determine the attitude of the peo- 
ple of the state toward a proposed 
modification or repeal of the 1794 
statutes. 

Considerable impetus has been giv- 
en the movement by a decision of the 
Dauphin county court at Harrisburg. 
The court, in effect, held that an in- 
dividual can be penalized only to the 
extent of a $4 fine for violation of 
the Sunday closing law, and that the 
charter of an amusement park, for 
instance, cannot be revoked if held 
by an individual because an individual 
has no charter to revoke. 

“Class Legislation.” 

The case considered the operations 
on Sunday of Woodside Park, an 
amusemept park near here. The pro- 
prietor was fined $4 and has paid it 
every Monday while the park has 
been in operation. Officials of - the 
Anti-Blue tan Association and Open 
Sunday League have pointed out that 
under the decision of the Dauphin 
county court, the 1794 statutes con- 
stitute “class legislation’ because 
while an individual can operate by 
paying a small fine, corporations such 
as the Philadelphia baseball clubs are 
not permitted to open as they run the 
danger of being brought into court 
under quo warranto proceedings. The 
Athletics. Philadelphia American 
league club, had such an experience 
some time ago.

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Experiences of Past Have 
Taught Clubs Value 
of Silence.

Chicago, Ill., August 17.— 
While the entire baseball world 


‘is freely discussing the Chicago 
'Cubs and Philadelphia Athlet- 


ics as world series rivals, the 
players of these clubs are for- 
bidden to talk among them- 
selves on the subject. 


As the clubs are gvuing down the 
home stretch they are necessarily 
ruled by reticence. First, managerial 
wisdom prompts this as better policy. 
Club leaders realize that a pennant 
bee is just a burst of enthusiasm that 
may be easily dispelled if Old Man 
Slump decides to butt into the pic- 


| ture. 


Therefore “clubhouse pepper” and 


nant races are decided are barred, the 
axiom, “silence is. golden.” pre- 
vails in the camps of the Athletics and 
Cubs as they strive to put finishing 
touches to the campaign of 1929. 
LEARNED LESSON, 

Both clubs have had the unpleas- 
ant experience of being close to the 
precious pennant in the closing weeks 
of their respective races only to meet 
sudden reverses and slip down the lad- 
der. 

In 1927 and 1928 Manager Me- 
Carthy’s heirlings were fronting the 
National league parade with two 
months to go, and then the pitching 
corps caved in. In 1927 the Cubs 
were trying to reach the throne main- 
ly by virtue of Charley Root’s mag- 
nificent pitching, but needed assist- 
ance in the box failed him. This year 
McCarthy apparently is turning the 
trick with Bush and Malone, who 
have been winning the big majority of 
their starts with star-line consistency. 

Connie Mack, crafty leader of the 
Athletics, has trailed the powerful 
Yankees for the last few years. Al- 
though he had the great Grove and the 
wonderful Walberg it was not until 
the advent of Earnshaw that the Ath- 
leties felt capable of battling the 
Yankees in such a convincing man- 
ner. Still, they know a few accidents 
may pave the way for the always-dan- 
gerous Yankees to overhaul them. 

SAY NOTHING. 

Conscious of the possibility that as- 
tonishing things can happen in a few 
weeks, the Athletics and Cubs are 
confined to the business of sawing 
wood and saying nothing, despite the 
comfortable leads both now command. 

Make no boast and receive no roast 
is the attitude of these pennant seek- 
ers. After all, too much confidence 
spills over into ego. and a club in 
that frame of mind is easy to “ride’’ 


and depress when the going becomes 
‘rough. An eight or ten-game lead 
doubles the courage of the players, 
|whereas if they enjoyed only a four 
or five-game margin the nervous ten- 
sion would be too great. 

NO OPINIONS. 

The other day, when the Athleties 
'were in Detroit, neither star nor 
rookie would venture an opinion con- 
cerning the pennant outlook. Fans 
who chatted with Coaches Eddie Col- 
lins and Kid Gleason, and the star 
backstops, Cochrane and _ Perkins, 
found they were interested only in the 
series at hand. Undoubtedly these 
players harbor a secret opinion of 
their ckance to win, but subtle cross- 
examination failed to bring it to the 
surtace.

There is one man in baseball who has figured in as much team 
strength through 1s career as any one you might think of. His name is 
Edward Trowbridge Collins, now one of the board of strategy on MMack’s

He was smart, 
shrewd, fast, a brilliant infielder, a fine base runner and always a dan-/ 2 
gerous hitter. He was faster than either Lajoie or Evers and at his peak % 
came as close to combining all the qualities as any rival star you can 
name. Collins was a great ball player for nearly 20 years, not only a

STEEL INDUSTRY 


DECLINE STARTS 


eee eee 


New York, August 17.—(4)—The 
steel market is apparently at last 
going through the period of seasonal 
decline in operations. There has 
been some curtailment to mill pro- 
duction and also less interest on the 
part of various consumers in the mat- 
ter of new purchases, the notable ex- 
ception being the good demand for 
sheet steel, even from the automobile 
industry. In the meanwhile shipments 
against current contracts are good. 
There was a softening of the price 
basis for steel, a fractional decline 
being reported. Pig iron was not 
quotably changed. 

Foreign demand for copper contin- 
ed to improve until late in the week 
when buying tapered off somewhat 
owing to a holiday in France. A 
good inquiry is also reported from 
domestic fabricators, although not in 
as large volume as from abroad. Most 
orders from both sources are _ for 
prompt shipment, which is taken as 
an indication that consumers’ sup- 
plies are low. 

Price changes in tin were without 
particular feature. Business was 
moderate, with demand chiefly for 
spot and November positions. 

Lead was firm, although producers 
and dealers reported no particular 
consuming demand. Offerings were 
moderate. Refined stocks increased 
during July. 

Zine remained steady and the trade 
inquiry light. Estimates were that 
consuming stocks averaged = small, 
Ore was steady. 

Antimony was firmer and there 
were reports that consumers had ab- 
sorbed a good tonnage of spot and 
near-by material.

COTTON NEGLECTED, 
CONNALLY UES. 


Receives Less Aid From 
Government Than Any 
Product. 


Washington, August 17.—(4)—De- 
claring that of all branches of agri- 
culture, cotton has derived the “least 
benefit from the government,’ Sena- 
tor Connally, democrat, Texas, tonight 
urged the formation of stabilization 
corporations to bandle the 1929 cot- 
ton crop. 

Speaking to the radio audience of 
the Washington Star’s forum, he said 
the cotton growers “have furnished 
the United States with one of its 
chief export commodities and hare 
never received auy benefit from the 
tariff, but have borne the burdens of 
the tariff on other industries.” 

Reviewing the efforts of both par- 
ties to give aid to the producers of 
all crops, Senator Connally advocated 
the export debenture plan which was 
defeated in the house last session 
after it had been approved in the 
senate. 

If both the marketing machinery 
which the federal farm board is au- 
thorized to set up, and the export 
debenture plan were used, the senator 
declared, “the American farmer would 
have an agency of real farm relief. 

“If a manufacturer ¢annot compete 
in the domestic market with importa- 
tions, we give him an import tariff 
in order that he may do so. If the 
farmer cannot compete in foreign mar- 
kets, why not give him an export tar- 
iff to enable him to compete? 

“The farmer has had enough of hot 
air and sunshine. Agriculture needs a 
square meal. It is tired of eating at 
the second table after other indus- 
tries have gorged their appetites.”

State Historian 
Issues Letter To 
Chapter Regents 


Mrs. Sanford Gardner, of Augusta, 


historian of the Georgia society, D. 
A. R., issues the following letter to 
the chapter regents: 

“Dear ‘Chapter Regents: I am 
again writing to the delinquent chap- 
ters in the state and urging them to 
send in their chapter histories not 
later than the fifteenth of September. 
I have 66 histories in my possession 
and I am more than anxious to re 
port a 100 per cént ~°sponse to my 
app.al at the board meeting in Oc- 
tober. 

“I wish to impress upon each chap- 


ter. that their history is most im- 
portant and the volume will not be 
published. until every chapter in the 
state is represented. At the continen- 
tal congress in April I was invited by 
Miss McDuffie, the national historian, 
to a luncheon: Many historians from 
the different states were present. 
They gave glowing accounts of their 
collecting the histories of their chap- 
ters and the publication of the same. 
It is needless to say that I was ¢on- 
sumed with envy. 

“So don’t let Georgia fall behind in 
the requirements of the national so- 
clety. We are progressive, so let us 
maintain our reputation. Don’t let the 
other states get ahead of us. 

“The Georgia D. A. R. have pur- 
chased a library unit for the new 
Constitution Hall in Washington city. 
Let the histories of our Georgia chap- 
ters be the first book to be placed on 
the shelf. History is chiefly for pos- 
terity. ‘It is the doorway that opens 


to the past.’ It is invaluable for the 
present as well as for future genera- 
tions. I had no fairy to drop gifts is 
my cradle, so I do not possess the 
witchery of words to arouse or ine 
spire you to write your chapter his- 
tory, but I do hope that this simple 
appeal will woo you to the importance 
of an early response.” P

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Miss Mozelle Cannon Gives Interesting 
Reasons for Becoming Junior Members 


“What Junior Membership Means 
to Girls” was discussed in a splendid 
fashion by Miss Mozelle Cannon, of 
Smyrna, who represented the seventh 
district in the state federation con- 
test, held during the biennial council 
in Gainesville last May. Her address 
was as follows: 

“Yes, girls have lived and died 
without being a member of a club. 
They have, perhaps, been happy in 
their own way, but they have missed 
the better portion—the portion that 
would enable them to meet the world 
square in the face. Of course, most 
girls and women want to get the most 
joy and happiness out of- life that is 
possible, And they ean get this by 
experience. A long time ago women be- 
gan to realize that they needed a 
place where they could study, toil and 
rest, all the while receiving that joy 
and happiness that comes from being 
with other people, from working with 
them. The women then organized 
themselves into a club. They did great 
things, still are doing rreat things 
and will continue to do great things 
for in that club the women found 
the very thing they had been searching 
for—the spice of everyday life. But 
what of the girls? It seemed too bad 
that sweet, young. energetic girls 
should wait until they became grown 
women before they could be club 
members, Adl that girlhood would be 
wasted! And so, someone solved the 


puzzle, as someone always does, by 
suggesting the junior club for girls. 
In this club the girls could play and 
‘do’ just like their mothers who were 
in the ‘big club.’ And thanks a trillion 
times to that ‘someone’ who ever sug- 
gested junior membership. 

Four Sides. 

“No one really knows just what 
junior membership does for girls un- 
til she has been a member. There are 
four sides, we might say, to a girl's 
life—spiritual, physical, mental and 
moral, And J can truly say all these 
are ministered to in the junior club. 
We consider the Woman's Club our 
mother. We want to grow as mu:h 
like them as possible. We want to 
have their ideals, their sportsman- 
ship, and, finally, their happiness and 
sense of well-being. In order to be ca- 
pable of doing all this and having 
all this, we must have experience. Ex- 
perience is vital, if we wish to accom- 
nlish great things. Well, we get plen- 
ty of experience in the junior club. 
There girls learn how to speak before 
crowds, 

Acquire Poise. 

“They learn how to be a club mem- 
her, and the very best kind at that. 
There they acquire that poise that is 
almost essential. In these clubs, girls 
are thrown with other girls in work 
and play. They learn the ways and 
demands of society. Their talents are 
brought to view and developed. They 


learn to express themselves in the 
way that is most impressive. Girls 
appreciate girlhood and life more 
when they are thrown with other 
girls. This sociability is the very 
thing that brings girls “out of their 
shells” as the slang expression goes. 
Sociability brings new friends, the 
right kind of friends. Girls come in 
contact with the most “up and doing” 
girls of the community. Lazy girls 
may join the club, but they won't 
stay in it long. To have and to 
hold junior membership requires 
thinking and acting accordingly. Girls 
find that the standard of living is 
raised in clubs. 
High Ideals; 


“There are high ideals presented at 
every crook and turn. Girls cant 
help but grow spiritually and morally 
and mentally, when they belong to the 
club. Yes, and physically, also, for 
the physical side of a girls life is 
helped considerably. She enjoys 
hikes, swims, long tramps through the 
woods, camping trips. Some _ clubs 
specialize in a certain sport. At 
what more could the world ask of.a 
girl than one who is physically, mor- 
ally, mentally and spiritually fit? 
Nothing! ‘That is the very kind of 
girl that the world needs, that the 
world is begging and pleading for. 
And, thank Heaven, that’s the kind 
of girl that is being sent out into so- 
ciety by the women of America, who 
are urging and fostering the organi- 
zation of junior clubs, They say 
there are no perfect people in the 
world, but I believe if there ever does 
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appear a perfect girl, she'll have her) 
name written in a Junior Club book, | 
\won't she, folks?”

Another decisive factor, making 
for success or failure, is the han- 
dling of credit accounts. The chain 
stores carry no such risks; they are 
cash and carry concerns. The cus- 
tomers who use their cash in the 
chain store and want more goods go 
to the small dealers and persuade 
credit which they fail to redeem on 
pay day. It is in that fact that the 
chains have their strong pull against 
the independents. 

Yet another fatal disease of in- 
dependent retail storekeeping is 
overstocking and carrying dead- 
wood items to accommodate occas- 
ional customers. The residue stocks 
of most bankrupt retailers consist 
of such deadwood. 

What seems to be needed is a 
merchants’ high school in most 
communities where prospective 
store-keepers can be taught the 
facts of trade and the common- 
sense of merchandising manage- 
ment.

Plain Talk About the Most. Shameful 
Nuisance That Afflicts the City 


The shame of the beggar epidemic 
in Atlanta continues and is evidently 
abrading the nerves of many fine and 

humane citizens. 
More than a 
dozen commen- 
dations of what 
I have printed 
here on the sub- 
ject have come 
to me in the 
past few days. 
Almost as many 
other persons 
have spoken to 
me on the streets 
and voiced their 
agreement with 
my claim that 
the street beg- 
gars of the city 
are bringing 
shame upon the 
good name of 
Atlanta. 

Home people equally with visitors 
from other near and far cities are 
puzzled as to why the mayor and 
council permit this multiform tribe 
of beggars to ply their real or false 
mendicancies upon the thoroughfares 
of this famous metropolis. 

I asked one of the city policemen 
why it was allowed and he cryptically 
answered that “the Lone Wolf at the 
city hall” he thought was the Abou- 
ben-Adhem of the beggar battalions, is- 
suing them licenses ad libitum when 
they have the price. I do not know 
who “the lone wolf”? may be, but I feel 
sure he must have official authority 
for giving the beggars passports over 
the streets for the purpose of pan- 
handling thousands of passers-by every 
day and every night in the year. That 
authority ought to be quashed at once! 
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The Way I Feel About It. 

Three good, soft-hearted, but evi- 
dently gullible women have written to 
me suggesting that “these poor souls 
are really pitiable objects,” and that 
I am “too cruel” in objecting to their 
cluttering up our streets like the hu- 
man crabs of Constantinople. One of 
the ladies thinks my views of the mat- 
ter are “uncharitable, indeed, coming 
from a minister.” That is the opinion 
of a mighty good woman. 

But the ladies are both mushy and 
mistaken, begging pardon for my 
brusqueness, I am neither cruel nor un- 
charitable. A common charge of my 
friends for my whole life has been 
that 1 am a “too easy mark” for any- 
body with a hard-luck story. I fre- 
quently feel that I am subsidizing a 
liar when I cough up a quarter or a 
half, but I simply haven't the heart 
to take the risk of being mistaken and 
of turning down a_ really hungry 
brother man. 

I would not have a dime withheld 
from any person in Atlanta who is ac- 
tually forced by hard circumstances to 
go upon the streets and beg for food 
or raiment. But there is no tolerable 
reason why any Atlanta man, woman 
or child should be in that urgent 
plight. Even se, I do not believe there 
are ten such true and honest cases in 
the whole permanent population of 
the city.

Some Things I Do Know. 

I have lived and worked publicly 
in this man’s town for over 68 of my 
78 years, and I believe most of my 
fellow-citizens know that I do not talk 
through my hat when I am discussing 
serious subjects. 

And I am certainly not talking 
through my hat when I assert and re- 
peat that the beggar evil in Atlanta 
is disgusting, disreputable to the city, 
and indefensible by the municipal au- 
thorities, the churches and the charity 
organizations, 


Away back yonder when we were 'sons for no comeback 


all dog-poor we were not beggar-ridden 
as we are today. 


When General “Tige” Anderson, and 


Arthur Connally were our chiefs of 
police they never allowed the streets of 
the city to be infested with beggars 
of any breed or color. 


When Spencer, and Hammock, and 
Hillyer, and Hemphill, and Portes 
King were mayors there was no beg- 
gars’ license window in the city hall, 
and beggars did not congest the best 
streets and roost like predatory crows 
on the city’s bridges. 


In those days the officials had re- 
gard for the citys good name and 
would not allow the citizens or the 
visitor to be annoyed and grafted upon 
by professional. beggars.

When Jumbo Was On the Job. 

In those more reputable gdays we 
had a city warden who rejoiced in 
the popular name of “Jumbo” Hunter. 
It was his job to look after the wards 
of the city—the poor dependents, the 
neglected children, the mendicants and 
tramps—and Jumbo was always strict- 
ly on his job. God has seldom ever 
made a soul that had a kindlier heart 
and a harder head than had Jumbo 
Hunter. He had common sense, sym- 
pathy and justice in remarkable de- 
grees. He kept accurate tab upon all 
who came within his functions and 
was never turned down by the coun- 
cil or the courts, so far as 1 ean re- 
member.

Under Jumbo Hunter this city be- 
came a bear-trap town for profession- 
al beggars and the sight of one on 
the streets was a city-wide sensation.

Putting Shame On Themselves. 


The mayor and councilmen do not 
seem fo realize that every beggar on 
our streets is an indictment of them- 
selves, causing harsh  eriticisms of 
their sense of municipal decency and 
humanity. They cause the city and its 
uncharitableness to be advertised bv 
critical visitors to the four quarters 
of the continent. 

The Christian churches come in for 
their just share of the shame, since 
they largely ignore the precepts and 
example of their Master “who went 
about doing good,” feeding the hun- 
gry, clothing the naked, healing the 
sick and crippled. If the churches will 
keep out of politics and promote pre- 
ventives of poverty they will win souls 
to Christ more surely and glory to 
His kingdom on earth. 

And if all the nickels, dimes and 
quarters that are handed out to the 
beggars on the streets were given over 
to the reliable and devoted agencies of 
the American Rescue Workers and the 
Salvation Army in this city. the act-

The Orient Through the Eves | 
Of an Atlanta Newspaperman 


The Constitution was requested by the Carnegie Foundation for 
International Peace to select a membder of its staff to join representa- 
tives of ten other American newspapers to take a trip to Japan and 
China for the purpose of studying conditions with a view of bringing 
about closer relations between these countries and the United States. 

Francis W. Clarke, managing editor, was assigned to make the 
trip for The Constitution, and today this paper publishes the twenty- 


fifth of a series of articles from 


Mr. Clarke, who landed in San 


Francisco last Friday and will be at his desk at The Constitution 
again within a few days. His letter, which follows, was written from 


Tokyo, Japan. 


Tokyo, Japan—Tired of body, weary 
of spirit, seeing red at the mere men- 
tion of a function, the remnant of 
the Carnegie Endowment’s party of 
American journalists alighted from 
the train in Tokyo at the end of 
what was undoubtedly in many re- 
spects the most remarkable tour ever 
taken by a group of newspapermen. 

Undertaken by the endowment for 
the purpose of giving the people of 
the United States a more intimate 
knowledge of the preblems and ideals 
of the far east, the tour met with a 
warmth of welcome astonishing in its 
wholeheartedness and sincerity. The 
tremendous amount of information on 
the situation in the orient which has 
been laid before the party of newspa- 
permen can but result in the further- 
ance of that friendly understanding 
between the peoples of America, Ja- 
pan and China which, it is the belief 
of the foundation, will go far toward 


stand out in bold relief: the industry 
and progress of the Japanese; the 


glorious future ahead of Manchuria, | 


where an empire is in the making; 
and the practical hopelessness of the 
situation. in China, notwithstanding 
the unquestionably high standard of 
the ideals now being preached by the 
so-called “young leaders” of that coun- 
try. 

In a subsequent series of articles 
on these three countries, I will endea- 
vor to present to the readers, of The 
Constitution in as succinct form as 
possible the situation as it has been 
revealed to the Carnegie party. Before 
those articles can be written the kalei- 
doscope of events, conditions and opin- 
ions which has flashed before out eyes 
for the past three months must be 
analyzed and digested. To write them 
before this was done would be at grave 
risk of misstatement of conditions and 
aspirations—for the east is complex, 
so complex indeed that to the aver- 
age occidental it is a mystery almost 
unfathomable. 

In this article, therefore, I will 
make no comment on political condi- 
tions, but will attempt to give to those 
who find recreation in touring—to 
those tourists especially who are jaded 
with old world scenes and atmospheres 
—an idea of the charm, the fascina- 
tion and the comfort incident to travel 
in the orient. 

Where else in the world than in the 
far east could a tourist take his din- 
ner on the roof garden of a magnif- 
icent hotel, while the latest musie 
came from the instruments of skilled 
musicians and cooling breezes blew 
down a broad and busy boulevard 
filled with finest automobiles of a 
half dozen countries and at the same 
time be within five minutes ride of 
scenes centuries old—strange, exotic, 
but alluring in their every respect?

TOKYO IS CITY 
OF SHARP CONTRASTS. 

Every Japanese city has its “thea- 
ter street,” so named apparently be- 
cause on them are located some of 
the smaller theaters and movie houses. 
In reality they are long narrow 
streets, lined with tiny shops, hun- 
dreds upon hundreds of them, in 
which everything from a child’s toy 
to a geisha’s head dress may be found. 
In these streets no vehicles are al- 
lowed. From one end to the other 
they are jammed each night with col- 
orful, slowly moving crowds, men, 
women, children and babes.

I was not trying to put my pen-knife 
between the stones of the political 
pyramid which he is building in Vir- 
ginia. I would not be so cruel for I 
think it will be speedily needed for the 
sepulture of the casualties in that 
conflict in which the prohibition is- 
sue is so infinitesimally insignificant 
that the bishop cannot even get Dr. 
Hepburn to follow him into the battle 
though the bishop has a higher office 
in the Anti-Saloon’ League than the 
doctor. 


I sent my letter at that time to 
the church papers and to some dailies 
including the Lynchburg News, be- 
cause many Methodists do not take 
the advocates and because I wished 
the non;Methodists to find out that 
some of the activities of the bishop 
recently have never been authorized 
by his church and that some of them 
have been actually violative of the 
rights of the church. Neither have 
I any apology to make for sending it 
to the paper of Senator Carter Glass 
with whom I had no personal acquain- 
tance but who is a devoted Methodist 
and a distinguished citizen of Vir- 
ginia. 

My purpose was not political. In 
my place and within my rights as a 
Methodist preacher I have been pro- 
testing since July, 1928, by direct 
communications to the bishop because 
of his conduct as chairman of the 
board of temperance and social serv- 
ice of my church. I have not attack- 
ed him as a businessman nor criticiz- 
ett him for his dealings with Kable 
& Co., nor have I attacked him as a 
politician whose potent leadership in 
Virginia and elsewhere in the south 
was so valuable in the last campaign 
to Hoover and the reppblican party, a 
leadership which he still seeks to ex- 
ert .in Virginia. I have attacked 
him because of his misuse of church 
funds and because of the illegal ac- 
tion taken by the board of which he is 
chairman in connection with the ru- 
mors as to his dealings with Kable 
& Co. 

I may be pardoned for saying that 

my family for five generations 
there have been Methodist preachers. 
My great-grandfather, Isaac Smith, 
eame to Georgia with Francis Asbury 
in 1788, 

Asbury said in his farewell address 
McKendree, the 
American born Methodist bishop:

We 
not senators, congressmen, or 
neither do we hold any civil office. We 
neither have nor wish to have anything to 
with the government or the _ states, 
as I conceive, do the states fear us.

Editor Constitution: Permit me to 
express appreciation of the splendid 
editorial in Tuesday’s Constitution, 
discussing the menace of the Mediter- 
ranean fruit fly and also the splendid 
article of Dr. Small on the needed 


appropriations for the department of 
entomology. 


When I wrote my letter to you! 
last week, and when you wrote your! 
editerial neither of us knew that the; 


appropriation committee, probably by 
inadvertence, had recommended that 


the department of entomology be re- 
duced from $70,000 to $35,000. 


Since 1922 the department has re- 
ceived an annual appropriation of 


$70,000, and in at least one instance, 
a deficit appropriation of $30,000. 
It is probably not generally khown 
that out of the regular appropriation 
for the present year, this department 
—by economy—made ‘sufficient sav- 
ings by which it was able to match 
$9,000 of state funds against $75,- 
VOU of federal funds to eradicate 
phony and other diséases in peaches. 
This department was enabled to match 
$8,000 of state funds against $13U,- 
000 of federal funds to fight the im- 
portation of the Mediterranean {fruit 
fly in the state, and to make a sur- 
yey of the state of Georgia to de- 


termine its presence or absence. 

In other words, by using approxi- 
mately $17,000 of state tunds 
have succeeded in securing $205,000 
of federal tunds, 


It is not generally known and 1| 


am quite sure that the committee 
on appropriations had no knowledge 
thereot, that the department of en- 
tomology has already made arrange- 
ments that, if we will put up as much 
as $18, next year to fight the 
phony ee disease and the Mediter- 
ranean frhit tly, that the tederal gov- 
ernment will match this amount with 


$250,000 of federal funds, 


Should the annual appropriation 
for the department of entomology be 


cut below $70,000, we will be unable 
tuo co-vperate with the federal govern- 
'ment and the state will stand to lose 
at least $250,000 of federal funds al- 


ready pledged on condition that the 


state would de as well next year as 


it did this year. 

All federal tunds are spent in the 
state and, with the exception of the 
directing heads, all members of the 
federal forces are Georgia men and 
women, 

In addition to the above, it is not 
generally known, but true, that the 
people of the state ship out of the 
state annually a mililon dollars worth 


of plants, shrubs, and nursery stock. 


All of these have to be inspected and 
certified before they can be shipped. 
Should .+be appropriation be cut below 
$70,000—what it has been for many 
years—we will be unable to properly 
inspect and certify these plants, 
shrubs, and nursery stock. ‘There- 
fore, they cannot be shipped. This 


alone would mean a total loss of one 


million dollars.

Whether the fly is present and 
breeding in Georgia at the present 
time no one knows, Its rapid spread 
in Florida in the early part of this 
year was due to lack of knowledge 


and lack of investigation in the early 


stages of infestation. 

Had there been prompt discovery 
and prompt action the area of in- 
festation would have been limited and 
losses reduced to a minimum. .Geor- 
gia can well learn from Florida's 
misfortune. 

It is due the fruit and vegetable 
interests of Georgia that every rea- 
sonable precaution be taken. Our 
board of entomology should be given 
a reasonable sum for investigation. 
A further and much larger sum 


should be appropriated conditionally, 


to be released under direction of the 
governor in case the Mediterranean 
tly is found in Georgia. 

The writer is no alarmist. A sit- 
uation of real danger confronts Geor- 
gia. The Mediterranean fly is be- 
yond question the most dangerous in- 
sect pest ever introduced into the 
States. It is next door to 
Georgia and should it get a foothold 
it would require millions of dollars 
to hold it in check. 

We are sure the members of our 
legislature do not realize the gravity 
of the situation or the danger that 
confronts us from this pest. Our 
board of entomology is entitled to and 
should have ample funds placed at its 
disposal, first for investigation as to 
the presence of the fly, and second, 
if it is present, prompt and efficient 
action to exterminate it.

Tyler Shut Door on 


Critic After Adverse 


Review of Minstrels in 
Chillicothe.

George C. Tyler is now ransacking the caverns of his memory, ex- 
pectant that he will find therein the substance for a book of recollections. 
In this plan to become autobiographical, Mr. Tyler departs from the 
habit practiced by American producers, few of whom have told the public 


the story of their lives. 


Mr. Belasco has confided his past to numerous 


historians and the ample Belasco bibliography abounds in every drama- 


lover’s reading room, 


John Golden’s journal, narrating the details of 


his upward climb, is among the most be-thumbed of volumes pertaining 


to the stage. 


But with those exceptions our shelves are bare of mana- 


gefial confessions, though they overflow with extracts from the adven- 


tures of the actors and playwrights. 


Mr. Tyler's unfolding should be a 
rich resume of the U. 8S. theater from 
its swaddling days to its present ti- 
tanic embonpoint.’ He began his inti- 
macy with the drama as an usher 
in the Masonic Opera house of Chilli- 
cothe, Ohio, and at the age of 14 or 
thereabouts had become the manager 
of that shrine of Momus. At this pe- 
riod I was the fearless reviewer for 
The Chillicother Advertiser and, be- 
cause of my ferocious attacks upon 
the fustian or trivial stuff of the 
drama, had been nicknamed “Old Sa- 
ber-tooth.” 

It was Mr. Tyler who first barred 
me from a theater, thereby setting 
an example still followed bv other im- 
Affronted by what he 
thought was calumny in my critique 
of Haverley’s Minstrels he shut the 
doors on me until I recanted. That 
dramatic episode, I trust, will be in- 
cluded in Mr. Tyler’s forthcoming re- 
capitulation. 

The most sentimental of the pro- 
ducers, Mr. Tyler has had a career 
marked by a romantic adoration of 
the muse. While not altogether in 
different to the clicking of the turn- 
stiles, he has heen more regardful than 
his fellows of the purple mists that 
are said to surround the show busi- 
ness. He lights a candle every time 
the name of Charles Coghlan or James 
O'Neill is mentioned, and his worship 
of Mrs. Fiske, Booth Tarkington, 
Louis Napoleon Parker, George Kauf- 
man, William Gillette and a host of 
others diffuses an incense unfamiliar 
to the average Broadway nostril. 

Every summer, for instance, he 
makes a pilgrimage to the chateau 
country, and in the castles and cul-de- 
sacs of Blois sees Kyrle Bellew, ra- 
ier in hand, as “A Gentleman of 

rance.” I have watched him in Mar- 
seilles on a balcony overlooking the 
Chateau d’If, dreaming for hours in 
imagination of James O'Neill as Ed- 
mond Dantes frustrating the fates 
and exclaiming “The world is mine!” 
Though Mr. Tyler's activities have 
been multiple, extending from “Mrs. 
Wiggs of the Cabbage Patch” to 
Browning's “Pippa Passes,” they have 
not been of a sort to bring him riches. 
He has gained huge fortunes by his 
successful plays and lost them back 
by his failures, None of his frequent 
enterprises has been cheap, and he 
can put his hand on his heart and 
swear that he has done his best. He 
arrives at the age of reminiscence 
wrapped in the humorous sadness of 
Jacques in the sundry contemplation 
of his travels, and his log will be an 


interesting gazette of the downs and 
ups of a sincere acolyte of the drama. 


Critic To Edit. 


It should be even more engrossing, 
since Mr. Tyler has asked a dramatic 
critic to edit his memoirs in the hope 
that they will thus retain features 
that he himself might banish. Inspired 
by Mr. Tyler's promised exposures it 
is possible that Al H. Woods, the Shu- 
bert Bros., both the Harrises, Sam H. 
and Jed; Butler Davenport, Charles 
Dillingham, Earl Carroll, Minsky & 
Minsky, Klaw, Erlanger, Flo Ziegfeld 
and the senior Brady will soon dic- 
tate the record of their experiences to 
eloquent amanuenses for the benefit 
of Womrath and posterity. °

Each 
receiving channel comprises a movi- 
toring loud speaker, by means of 
which the operator may adjust both 
the receiver proper and the amplifier 
at will. 

There is also a time switch which 
starts and stops the programs auto- 
matically at any designated hour. 
Once the channel received has been 
satisfactorily tuned to a given station, 
‘ts controls are locked to avoid tink- 
ering. Separate panels are provided 
for both receiving and amplifying 
units, as well as a distributien panel 
for regulating the output. Additional 
power amplifying units may be add» 
from time to time to compensate for 
any increase in the number of loud 
speakers.

“Proof of this statement may be

When a 
fully-equipped, officially certified stock 
President roadster flashed 30,000 
miles in 26,326 consecutive minutes at 
an average speed of 68.37 
hour for the entire distance on the 
Atlantic City speedway last summer, 
it established the greatest mark for 
endurance and speed in all automobile 
history.

Each covered’ the 
30,000 miles in Jess than that number 
of minutes. It is highly significant, 
too, that the previous speed and en- 
durance record had been held by a 
Studebaker, for the President's ac- 
complishment supplanted the achieve- 
ment of two Commanders the fall pre- 
vious when they sped 25,000 miles in 
22.968 minutes at an average speed 
of 65.31 miles an hour.

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Mischief In his deep set, dark eves. I had 
not the wit io see it. But I covld see— 
every one except the Mistress could see— 
that he was an unmitigated pest. For in- 
stance: 

By the time he was three months old 
he was as big and as powerful as the aver- 
age pup of twice his age. And he was 
vibrant with a queer vitality and per- 
gistence that led him into unending trouble 
and led every one else—again, except the 
Mistress—to lurid profanity. 

His first obsession was a belief that he 
could catch any mole which might have 
the sportsmanship to play at ali fair with 
him. As a result, Dawn painstakingly fol- 
lowed each and every mole furrow across 
our Sunnybank lawns; changing its tunnel 
to an open trench by dint of fast and tire- 
less digging.

My first intimation that he was anywhere 
near me was when his fivying body smote 
me in mid-back. He and I plunged into 
the Jake, side by side, as a result of that 
balance-destroying impact. 


The Mistress crossed the lawn to see 
what had befallen. Dawn had left the 
water several seconds before I did—I had 
my high hat to retrieve when I got to my 
feet, waist-deep im the lake—and he saw 
the Mistress coming toward him. By way 
of welcome, Dawn snatched up a newly- 
cut thorn bush and, with this offering, he 
cantered over to her. The thorns became 
enmeshed at once in the filmy dress she 
was wearing. Gleesomely, Dawn galloped 
around and around her, still gripping the 
stem of the bush, while its thorns com- 
pleted the wreck of the sweet white dress 
and swathed it tight around its unhappy 
wearer. (Yes, we were late to the wed- 
ding.) 

These are only a handful of the insanely 
mischievous things which made me yearn 
to murder Dawn; or to sell him at any 
price. The Miistress alone had faith in 
him—a faith which one day was to be 
proved well founded, as are most of the 
Mistress’ ideas. 

He seemed wholly without brain; wholly 
without promise. By the time he was 
seven months old he was the biggesi of the 
collies and weighed more than 80 pounds. 
His coat of shining silver, stippled with 
biack, was a thing of beauty. He was as 
strong as a cart-horse, as swift as a charg- 
ing bull. But..to me, he seemed a wilfully 
blundering fool.

The two giant half- 
brethren were almost of a size. Incidental- 
ly, they were friends who sought to appear 
as enemies. For example, the very slight- 
est provocation—or no provocation—would 
start a seemingly murderous battle bei ween 
them. Snarling, they would rear in a fe- 
recious grapple; and the fight would last 
for perhaps half a minute. 


I suppose Bobby and Dawn must have 
staged at least a hund?ted of these dreary 
fights in their time. And in all those 
fights put together, neither one of them 
drew blood nor so much as pulled out a 
single hair. Yet, to onlookers, the com- 
bats seemed terrible. To us, at Sunny- 
bank, they became merely a bore. It was 
noi that the dogs could not put up a real 
fight if they chose to. Each of them in 
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hie time inflicted frightful damage on other 
canine opponents. But in these mock fights 
of theirs there was not the slightest harm 
done. 

Then at last Bobby got meningitis. He 
was dying. Dawn strayed into the study 
where I was taking care of my sorely 
stricken chum. At the sight of Dawn on 
the threshold the insane Bobby hurled him- 
self upon him. No sham battle this, but 
an infuriated death attack. And Dawn? 
Instead oof flying gaily into the strife as

=" | both. Things strange and stir- 
ring are eternally happening in that sprawl- 
ing Russian outpost on the prairie hinter- 
lands of Old Cathay. And men who knew 
well the east’s mysterious ways do not 
agree while untangling the confused threads 
leading to the bizarre and often bloody 
erises that tumble on each other's heels 
inte the life of the abnormal Russian city. 
Its yesterdays are crowded with anomalous 
dramas that became crucial issues in Ori- 
ental politics. 


Today it is the focal point in the Russian- 
Chinese conflict. Yhe overt acts which 
precipitated the recent break between the 
two powers all occurred in Harbin, as well 
as the subsequent events aggravating the 
situation. Should overtures of peace fail 
and war follow this or some similar out- 
break in the future, the first and chief 
objective of the Russian armies would be 
this amazing city. As the leading town 
and administrative center of the Chinese 
Eastern railroad, a property that, unti] the 
expulsion of the Russians by the Chinese 
during the early stages of the present dis- 
agreement, was owned and operated joint- 
ly by those two nations, Harbin has be- 
come the vortex of the storm that rages 
around the control of this tumultuous road. 


During the last few months the town has 
witnessed a series of those violent inci- 
dents it breeds, leading finally to the pres- 
ent drastic breach between new nationalist 
China and new soviet Russia. First came 
the raid on the soviet consulate by the 
Chinese. They found evidence that the 
Russians were carrying on communistic 
propaganda in Manchuria and thereby vio- 
Jating the agreement under which the iwe 
nations operated the railroad. 


The Chinese retaliated for this breach 
of faith by dismissing and deporting a)l 
the soviet railroad officials and assuming 
complete control of the road. Their nex 
step was to discharge and deport or jail 
all the soviet employes of the road and re- 
piace them with “white” Russians and 
Chinese. So Harbin played her part and 
plays it now. The conflicting ambitions 
of Russia, China and Japan in Manchuria 
may furnish the fuel for the conflagration, 
but Harbin's contribution is the spark that 
set it off. Harbin can always supply sparks 
—bright, long-burning, deep red sparks. 
struck from the volcanic background of the 
city’s highly emotional life. 


“It is the most temperamental city in 
the world—that Harbin,” a former British 
consul told me as we paced the platform 
of a remote Siberian railway station on 
our way to that city. ‘It is sensitive. sen- 
suous; a high-strung, nerve-frayed city. full 
of firebrands ready to flame at a moment's 
notice and for a multitude of causes.” he 
concluded as the clanging warning bell sent 
us hurrying to the coach. 

That evening over liqueur and coffee. 
with Lake Baikal at our left as we skirted 
its’ rocky shore, a salesman for an Ameri- 
€an motor company had his say. 

“You've never seen girls and life til 
you've seen Harbin. Paris—Paris is noth- 
ing. And Shanghai—Why, Harbin makes 
Shanghai look like Squeedunk,” he chat- 
tered. Finishing his coffee he summarized. 
“It's one gay town.” 

After dinner I dropped into the compart- 
ment of a Russian gentleman who for 30 
years had made his home in China. His 
business had carried him many times to 
every part of the globe. He had watched 
two empires thunder into eternitv. He was 
in Peking when the Manchus toppled from 
their Jacquered thrones and he saw the 
anarchy and suffering that followed In 
Siberia he stood by when the banner of 
the Romanoffs was supplanted bv the 
scythe and sickle of red Russia. He knew 
the old east and the new. 


“Harbin,” he said, “is the world’s saddest 
city. It is crowded with the dead dreams 
of a dispossessed people and alive with the 
enthusiasms of fanatics who are ruining it 
in their crazy zeal.”

Prom its beginning it has not been nor- 
ma). Its origin was forced, its growth un- 
natural and its life has been hectic. 


By a ukase of Nicholas II in 1803 Harbin 
came to life. Its site on the yellow Sungari 
river was chosen at the point where the 
Chinese-Eastern railway divides inte Me 
twe brapches, one line going to Viadivostok 
via Manchuria, and the other and longest 
fork running south through Manchuria to 
Dairen—then Dalny—on the Yellow Sea. 
Nicholas, by the judicious use of rubles at 
the Peking court of Dowager Empress Tzu 
Hsi and by invoking the aid of his Cos- 
sacks to convince recalcitrant Manchurians 
of the holiness of his cause. established the 
right te build Harbin and the Chinese- 
Eastern railroad. The railroad that was 
te connect Russia with ports open the year 
round was to be operated jointly with the 
Chinese, but under the actual direction of 
Russians. 


Harbin sacrificed some of its importance 
im the early years of the road's operation 
to Dairen. But when the Russians in the 
war with Japan lost to the islanders that 
part of their road which is south of Chang- 
chun. Harbin became the realecenter of 
Russian holdings remaining in Manchuria. 
When the soviet took over the property the 
city continued its dominating influence as 
a Russian city outside the boundaries of 
Russia. For control of the railroad means 
control of the city. 


As a headquarters on this gigantic rail- 
road system the czar wished his town to be 
a model. It should be one, he determined, 
that would point out to the world the great 
advantage of Russian control over old Ori- 
ental ways. It should more than compen- 
sate the Manchurians for any losses they 
may have sustained through foreign ex- 
ploitation of their land. So Russia outdid 
herself on the stupendous project of set- 
ting a European city down intact on the 
faraway plains of Asia. 


Fine cobbled streets were built and bushy 
green parks with fountains and statues 
were laid out. Rococo public buildings, 
painted white, were set up in verdant, 
spacious lawns. Trees in long rows lined 
the wide thoroughfares. There were tram- 
ways and a waterworks installed. Sanitary 
engineering, rare in the Orient, made the 
city healthful. Hotels, stores, theaters, 
cafes—in fact, everything that goes to make 
a modern city, was lavishly bestowed upon 
Harbin. And, above all. the rest, towering 
through the treetops, the bulbous domes of 
the Russian churches flashed their golden 
crosses. They glittered in the sun. The 
job was complete—a St. Petersburg skyline 
above the tinkling, tiled temples of China’s

age-old gods. So Harbin stands today, a 
trifle shopworn, but still. from outward ap- 
pearances, an excellent western town in 
the land of the Manchus. 


The dreary savage countryside around 
Harbin, contrasted to the modern city, em- 
phasizes the town’s unnatural location and 
contributes, too, to its exciting life. A few 
hours’ ride to the northwest are the Mon- 
gols. Their primitive towns, scattered over 
the treeless prairie, are a far cry from 
their civilized neighbor. These stern nomad 
villages are walled. The walls are made 
of slender saplings driven into the ground 
very close together and laced with twigs 
and branches. Inside the inclosure the 
huts are of mud, laid out in severe orderly 
lanes, with no village having over 100 squai- 
ty homes. Outside the wall are tied the 
shaggy ponies of the tribe ready for a foray 
into a neighbor's sheep herd or an attempt 
to rob a railway train. 


Over the plains roving bands of Mongols 
Stray. Their long quilted coats hang to 
their ankles, and as they sit on their ponies 
the upturned, pointed toes of their boots 
almost drag on the ground. Rifles are 
slung over their backs and they squint at 
the sun. Their conical caps do not shade 
their cruel eyes. These wild neighbors of 
Harbin contribute to the nervous disorders 
of the town at too regular intervals. 


In the immediate vicinitv of Harbin the 
land is spotted with small patches of grain 
and beans that the harassed Manchurian 
produces by his combined occupations of 
farmer and beleaguered warrior. All the 
appurtenances to the land suggest the un- 
certainties of life and property in the ter- 
ritory contiguous to the city. The farm 
homes are of mud, with high walls of mud 
built firmly around them. There are loop- 
holes in the wall for the farmer's rifle. At 
might he drives all his livestock within this 
enclosure, and one member of the house- 
hold is consiantiy on guard against bandit 
raids. During harvest time the tormented 
man must also watch his fields. Such ac- 
tivities in the provinces are also reflected 
in the character of the capital.

Colonel Thomas C. Turner, Recently Named Chief of Marine Corps Aviation, Is a “Hard 
Flying Chief for Hard Flying Men’ and a Fit Boss for the Hundred Leathernecks Who 
Have Flown to Fame in China, Nicaragua and Other Parts of the World

=——-—T) RIPPING the contro] stick of his 
[e tossing plane, Colonel Thomas C. 
Turner wiped the blinding rain 
from his blurred goggles and 


se

stared down through the storm. 
The ground was hidden, though he was 


at only 1,000 feet. His small ship, caught 
in a sudden furious Texas thunderstorm, 
was hurled up and down like a leaf. A 
jagged streak of lightning flared uncom- 
fortably close, followed by a cacaphony of 
thunder that drowned the engine's roar. 


When he could hear it again Turner 
caught the sound he had known was com- 
ing. The rain had reached his exposed 
magneto and his engine was beginning to 
miss. 

He dropped the nose slightly, again star- 
ing through the rain toward the earth. 
The engine was sputtering badly now; in 
another minute he would have to land. A 
good thing he had kept watching the wind 
direction before this squall, he thought to 
himself. He could not see the ground, but 
he knew the wind was from the north. A 
good stiff one, too—at least 35 miles an 
hour. But by heading into it he would cut 
down his plane’s landing speed of 45 so 
that he would touch ground at only ten. 
tven a small field would be good enough 
for that. 

The engine gave a last sputter and died. 
Turner dived the plane for what looked 
vaguely like a clearing. As he reached 500 
feet he saw it was an open field, though 
none too large. He swung the ship around 
so that at 200 feet he was headed north, 
as he desired. With his free hand he once 
more swabbled at his goggles. 

The next instant he was filled with dis- 
may. In one of those rapid shifts peculiar 
to Texas storms, the wind had switched 
completely. He was landing with its full 
force added to his own speed—at more 
than 80 miles an hour. 


Thal little field would never hold him 
now—he would still be racing at the other 


end. He shot a swift look ahead. A large 
orchard shut off any escape. He would 
crash directly into the trees. 


And in that moment Turner proved he 
was more than a pilot. Forty-nine out of 
fifty men would have tried to double back, 
knowing it was fatal at that low altitude 
with a dead engine. But still they would 
have taken that desperate, hopeless chance 
—the gesture of one who puts up his hand 
to hide the death he sees coming—rather 
than sit there and wait for that awful 
crash head-on. They would have crashed 
as quickly, in a spin or stall—but they 
would never have had the ice-cold nerve 
to sit and take it! 

Turner sat there—but he did not take it. 
His plane touched the open field but once, 
bounded high and hurtled into the orchard. 
In that instant Turner aimed the nose 
directly between two rows of trees. There 
was a series of crashing feports that rival- 
ed the thunder as four-inch trees went 
down, wings were stripped from the fuselage 
and the shattered propeller fiew in all 
directions. The fuselage plowed on for a 
hundred feet, smashing the landing gear 
to bits and leaving a lane of ruin behind 
it. And when it stopped Colonel Turner 
climbed out unhurt, just as the angry or- 
chard owner arrived on the scene. 


“Well, I learned two things,’ the colonel 
told him calmly. “Not to depend on Texas 
winds—-and not to light three cigarettes on 
one match. Some one warned me about 
that before I took off.” 

The orchard owner was not so philoso- 
phical and the government had to pay 
$1,200 for all the trees taken down by the 
plane. But Turner's easy dismissal of the 
incident, as far as his courage and skill 
were concerned, is characteristic of the 
man, who believes in taking “every job as 
it comes” and not worrving about it. 

Probably this, and the other qualities in- 
dicated by the incident just relaied are 
among the chief reasons for Colonel Tur- 


ner’s recent appointment as chief of marine 
corps aviation—or, as the unit is more pop- 
ularly known—‘the Flying Devildogs.” In 
the selection of Colonel Turner—veteran 
pilot, cited for valor against the Haytian 
bandits, commanding officer of marine fly- 
ing forces in recent Chinese disturbances 
and holder of the Distinguished Service 
Cross for pioneer flights over water—the 
Leathernecks have carried out their tradi- 
tional policy, “a. hard flying chief for hard 
flying men.” 

Colonel Turner has the unique distinc- 
tion of being the only marine corps officer 
ever to command an army force in the 
United States. He commanded. Barron 
Field, Fort Worth, Texas, during the World 
War. 


Colenel Turner learned to fly early in 
1917, at a time when acrobatics or “stunts” 
were mysteries and were forbidden in our 
services. He describes his first loop vividly: 

“Two French pilots visiting our field ex- 
plained how to do it. I went up, nosed 
the plane down to bring the engine revolu- 
tions from 1,250 to 1,600. according to direc- 
tions, and started to pull the stick back for 
the loop. But then I began to wonder 
whether I remembered all the details. So 
I leveled off and started all over. I kept 
this up for some time. Finally I gave one 
quick ierk at the stick and over I went. 
I dont Know vet what really happened, 
for I went through a lot more than a loop 
before I came right side up 

“There were several interesting experi- 
ences while I was in command at Barron 
Field. I met many students who later be- 
came famous pilots, such’ as Erik Nelson 
and Lowell Smith, of the round-the-worid 
team. They were good students and learned 
quickly. But I remember one chap who 
didnt. Like others, he was baving a hard 
time getting in his dual instruction be- 
cause of the scarcity of dual control pianes. 
There were some two-seaters on the fie.d 
with controls only in the rear cockpits, so 


I decided to help out by riding the front 
seat and letting this student do the fiving. 
Of course it’s much better for the pilot if 
he has a set of controls himself in case of 
emergency. 


“This student and I took off and flew for 
a while. Then I signaled him to land. He'd 
been making a routine turn around a water 
tower in the other type of plane before 
landing, so he started the same thing in 
this type. But this type of plane landed 
faster, 60 he came in like a bullet. I sig- 


naled him nc to land, but he tried it. any-_ 


way, and I just had to sit there. We shot 
across the field at flying speed until we 
came .to a dike at the end. Then we 


stopped very suddenly, with the plane on ' 


its nose. And I also stopped my practice 
of helping doubtful students in single-con- 
trol ships.” 

Colonel Turner was one of the first men 
to engage in overwater flights with land- 
planes. Using an ordinary De Haviland he 
made the longest over-water flight for that 
type of ship in a journey from Washington 
to Santo Domingo, the southern part of 
which was over the Caribbean.

Colonel Turner is noted for extraordi- 
nary service, both in field and aviation 
duty, so that he is well fitted to command 
the 100 Devildogs who have flown to fame 
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tn Hayti, Santo Domingo, China, Guam 
and Nicaragua. 

It has been Nicaragua which has helped 
to bring the marine pilots into the spot- 
light. Guarding ground patrols ia jungle 
country, carrying troops and provisions to 
beleaguered posts in the interior, scatter- 
ing bandits by machine gun fire and bomb- 
ing and in score of other ways the Flying 
Devildogs harassed the enemy in Nicaragua 
and saved the slow-moving ground forces 
from destruction in thick country where 
ambush would have been easy. 

The marine fliers wrote a new page in the 
history of expeditionary work by their suc- 
cess there and. incidentally, added to their 
laurels 

One of the most daring flights was made 
by Lieutenant C. F. Schilt. Finding that 
a small force in a village was running short 
of ammunition and that there were no 
facilities for attending to the seriously 
wounded men, he volunteered a flight which 
seemed impossible of accomplishment. His 
success was little short of miraculous. 

The only available landing place was a 
roadway and an adjacent strip of land. At 
one end was a mountain, so that landings 
and take-offs had to be made in one direc- 
tion 

The strip of land was very short, so that 
Schilt had to stall the plane and drop 
solidly the last few feet to keep it from 
rolling far. And he had to do alli this 


while he was under fire of the bandits, 
who were desperately trying to take the 
village. 


A second plane remained overhead at 
500 feet, opening fire on the bandits as 
Schilt made the first trial. In came Schilt’'s 
plane, hit, bounced and came to a quick 
stop. The ammunition was hastily removed 
and a wounded man placed in the cockpit. 
With bullets tearing through the wings, 
Schilt jammed open the throttle and 
zoomed up into the mists that hovered over 
the scene. 

A fast trip to a base with a hospital and 
Schilt was back. Again and again he 
dropped his ship into the perilous zone, 
while above him the other plane held back 
the attackers. At last 16 men had been 
carried to safety and sufficient ammunition 
had been brought in to hold off the bandits. 
On the last trip the landing gear of the 
plane almost gave way under the strain 
of those repeated jolts as -it dropped into 
the street—but Schilt’s skill saved him and 
his passenger. For his courage on that 
day Schilt received the Medal of Honor, 


Another famous pilot of the marine corps 
is Lieutenant Sanderson, who is to the Fly- 
ing Devildogs what Lieutenant Al Williams 
is to the navy and Lieutenant Jimmy Doo- 
little is to the army. 

Sanderson seems to have a charmed life. 
He has been through innumerable acci- 
dents which should have ended his career, 
but did not. He has had thrilling crashes 
and come through unscathed. The most 
dangerous of these occurred in 1923 at De- 


troit, where he was flving the navy “Mys- 
terv” ship in the annual races. While 
hurtling around the course “Sandy” no- 
ticed the oi] temperature begin to rise 


quickly, a danger*signal to any pilot—and 
especially so in a racing plane. But Sandy 
was near the finish and he hung on dog-

He had 
no parachute and had to stay with the 
ship or jump to his death: and no man 
could live after inhaling those flames, as 
he surely must have done. They watched

Ten minutes later he was back on the 
field, ready to fly again. 

Sandy has flown in several races, and 
more than once he has been slated to win 
when some incident like the one just de- 
scribed intervened. One year he was just 
about finishing .a race when his engine 
quit as he flew over the crowded field. As 
usual the crowd had broken the rules and 
was scattered all over the landing area. To 
have landed would have meant killing sev- 
eral people. Sandy did not hesitate; using 
his last bit of speed he kicked the plane 
off the course and dived into a rough area 
exceedingly dangerous for the landing of 
such a fast ship. There was a large hay- 
Stack directly in the way. The plane struck 
it with great force, and the next instant 
both plane and stack were littered around 
for 200 feet. The stack was completely re- 
moved, and the ship was wrecked so that it 
was not worth salvaging. Yet Sandy climb- 
ed out of the wreckage unhurt. 


His close escapes never seem to bother 
him. They certainly have not caused him 
to lose his nerve. He is one of the few 
pilots in the country who can perform slow 
“barrel rolls’ at the very dubious altitude 
of 150 feet. Sandy has performed the ma- 
neuver many times and always comes out 
with a grin. 

Nearly all of the older marine pilots have 
a fund of interesting and exciting stories 
of true experiences. Lieutenant Hayne 
Boyden, during his detail with the patrol 


at Santo Domingo. had an expertfence he 
probably will never forget. 

He was flying a De Haviland across the 
mountain country when he encountered a 
tropical hurricane. He tried to climb up 
out of it, but soon ran into clouds. Still, 
that seemed better than io stay low and 
hit a peak, so he kept on climbing. But 
after a few moments a furious gust of wind 
whipped his ship, jerkin: the tail with 
such violence that the “flippers,” or elevat- 
ing controls, went out of use. The plane 
fell into a spin, heading down through the 
clouds toward the jagged rocks he knew 
were beneath. 

By skillful use of rudder and stabilizer 
Boyden managed to get out of the spin, 
but each time the plane fel! off again after 
a few seconds. 

Suddenly a mountainside flashed out of 
the clouds. The ship struck with stunning 
force, but by a miracle it had hit exactly 
parallel with the steep slope, so that in- 
stead of dashing straight into the ground 
it crashed onward, mowing down trees for 
a hundred feet or more 

Boyden and his mechanic did not recover 
consciousness for several hours. Half dazed, 
one with a skull iracture, the other. with 
injured legs, they started down the moun- 
tain in a blinding rain, following a water 
course. It took them a dav and a half 
to find a native hut, then an equal period 
to travel ‘by mule to an outpost 

Such is the type of country over which 
the Devildogs are frequently forced to fly. 
In this instance it was so wild and un- 
marked that Bovden was never able to 
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fied the wreck of his plane. though be 
tlew over the region many times. 

Like every flying outfit, the Devildogs 
are not free from superstitions. Some pilots 
laugh at them, but many will readily ad- 
mit to such beliefs. Captain Harold QO. 
Major, who served in France with the ma- 
rine flying forces and is now on duty at 
headquarters in Washington, has given an 
interesting sidelight on this subject: 

“Some pilots won't light a third cigarette 
on a match, believing it will cause a crash, 
Some watch out for Friday the 13th religt- 
ously, and a great many think that crashes 
always come in threes. Perhaps the most 
serious of all is the ‘last flight’ remark. 

“An example of that happened on the day 
when Lieutenant “Tex’ Hall was just leav- 
ing Quantico to be married and then re- 
port at another station with his bride. On 
the day he was detached he went out to 
the field and said he was going to take @ 
‘last hop.’ 

“Some one heard him and told him ft 
was bad luck to fly after saying that. But 
Tex laughed and took off. During the 
flight he did some stunts and came too 
close to the ground. He went into a spia 
and was killed. 

‘Y never used to believe in things like 
that But one day I bought a new pair 
of shoes and things began to go wrong 
from then on. I was awakened early one 
morning with the news that one of my 
best friends had been killed. All the pilots 
were ordered down to the field at once to 
fly The idea was, of course, to get us 
into the air so that we would not get mor- 
bid and be afraid to fly later. I went 
down and found that the rest of the out- 


fit had already taken off. So I had @ 
plane warmed up and started out after 
them immediately. 


“I was hardly off the ground when my 
oll line burst, showering me with hot oil 
and almost blinding me. But I managed 
to set the ship down and taxi it back te 
the line. 


“The crew chief repaired the break. I inm- 
spected the engine and took off again. At 
about 350 feet the whole right bank sta 
of the twelve cylinders—cut out dead. I 
had just enough altitude to turn back and 
make the field. We looked over the engine, 
tested ignition and could find nething 
wrong. Soe I took off once more. And this 
time I was up hardiy 150 feet-—not enough 
to turn back-——when the six cylinders went 
dead again. Then the whole motor stopped. 
And right ahead.of me was a high tension 
line carrying several thousand volts. I could 
see exactivy where 1 would hit-——right in the 
middie of the line. I couldn't zoom over 
it and it was too low to dive under. 


“Just as I was about to cut the switches 
and brace mvself for the crash the motor 
suddenly came back to life. I voomed over 
the wires by about three feet. turned back 
to the landed. I had hardly

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OUNG Harry Hill was the bane ol 

his mother’s unhappy life. A 
spoiled child and a ne’er-do-well, 
he gambled continually and then 
paid his losses with forged checks. He 
forced his mother to make good the checks 
to save him from arrest. He tried her pa- 
tience again and again. Finally she threat- 
ened to disinherit him. 

Mrs. Hill did not carry out this threat— 
she did not have time. As the reader may 
remember, Mrs. Hill was murdered. 

As to who murdered her, justice cannot 
say. One person was tried for the crime 
due to a most impressive mass of evidence 
against him, but as matters stand now no 
one has been punished. It is regarded as 
unlikely that any one ever will be pun- 
ished. Whoever killed Elizabeth Hill has 
escaped, and in so doing he has left the 
unfortunate son the dark heritage of an 
apparently inescapable suspicion. 

We can well believe that Mrs. Elizabeth 
Hill was a woman of sorrow, even if she 
did live in one of the finest homes in 
Streator, lil. As wife and as mother, life 
had dealt her two crushing blows, for not 
only had her married life broken on the 
rocks of divorce, but her only son had de- 
veloped into a gambler and a forger. 

More than that, he suffered continually 
from an apparently incurable stomach 
trouble. 

Mrs. Hill was 55, the former wife of Dr. 
H. C. Hill, a well-to-do eye, ear and nose 
specialist from whom she had been sepa- 
rated for seven years. She lived more or 
less a recluse in one of the most spacious 
homes in the county. 

During her son’s developing years she 
Javished upon him all the love and devo- 
tion of an adoring mother, catered to his 
wishes continually, and tried to make up in 
her attention to him for all the rebuffs 
that fate had dealt her in her domestic 
life. 

But perhaps she overdid this. 

Her system of training, if we may call it 
that, proved a complete failure. Harry 
developed into anything but a good son. 


After he was graduated from Streator high 


school in 1924 he entered Knox college. He 
quit Knox after two years because of ill- 
ness and went to Chicago to enter the em- 
ploy of a wholesale grocery firm. He fre- 
quently visited his parents, usually for the 
purpose of getting money, and frequently 
got into hot water due to his intense crav- 
ing for gambling. 


His own salary, and what he got from 


_his mother and father, proved insufficient 


and so he began signing his mothér’s name 
to checks. 

Mrs. Hill was distressed but she made 
the checks good after the usual upbraid- 
ing. It is easy to believe that she regretted 
having pampered him during the years 
when he was in high school and college, 
for this had weakened him and weakened 
her, too. Things would very likely have 
been different had his father been at home 
qguring those important years. 

Moreover, Harry had fallen in love with 
Alice Sawyer, two years his junior. Mrs. 
Hill opposed his engagement, it is 
fhough whether because of motherly jeal- 
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said, 


ousy or because she thought he was either 
too young or too ill, we do not know. Harry 
and Alice had been sweethearts in their 
high school days and the romance had con- 
tinued. 

Harry, 22 years old, tall, slender, with 
blonde hair, was in Streator early in Au- 
gust, 1927. He was seen frequently, but it 
is said that after about August 4 his mother 
was not seen. P 

One of her last acts was to write a let- 
ter to her former husband complaining 
about the latest checks Harry had passed. 

“Last week I told you about the $1,000 
gone out,” the letter read. “Today I find 
three checks forged. I am too sick to write. 
Will I have to go to the bank and refuse 
them to cash any more checks? 

“Where did it go? He lies and lies when 
I talk to him about anything. I am trying 
to keep a home for him. I offered to go 
anywhere and start him in business.” 

Mrs. Hill pleaded with Dr. Hill to see 
what he could do to make Harry see the 
error of his ways and closed with the re- 
quest that he “be the right kind of a 
father.” The letter was scrawled on one 
sheet of paper and was without salutation 
or signature. 

Now we have certain other circumstances 
to set down— 

On August 4, 8-year-old Carl Mayer, son 
of a neighbor, did some errands for Mrs. 
Hill, who told him to come back the next 
day to do some m@re errands. He returned 
the next day, but was told by Harry that 
Mrs. Hill had gone away: Harry gave the 
child 50 cents. 

On August 15, T. E. McNamara, assistant 
cashier of the Union National bank, of 
Streator, where Mrs. Hill had her account, 
received a telephone call. “Earl, this is 
Mrs. Hill,” said the voice. “I want your 
bank to honor those checks which are at 
the Streator National bank and charge 
them to my account.” 

McNamara recognized the voice as that 
of Harry Hill. He told his caller he knew 
he was Harry and refused to obey the in- 
structions. 

On the same day Harry asked Peter 
Busch, aged caretaker of the Hill lawn, to 
level off the floor in the fruit cellar. Busch 
asked Hill to show him what he meant 
and Harry accompanied him to the cellar, 
where there was a fresh pile of earth and 
a quantity of loose bricks. 

Busch inquired how the fresh pile of 
earth happened to have been made on the 
floor after the bricks had been removed. 
Harry told him that the floor had not been 
smooth and he had taken up the bricks in 
order to level it down. 

“Make a good job of it,” he said. “Tamp 
the earth down good. In a week or two 
you can brick over this space. Don't dig 
qgown any deeper.” 

On August 18 Harry visited a farm his 
mother owned, near Fancy Prarie, Ill. He 
drove up to Alvin Fulton, who farmed the 
land for Mrs. Hill, and asked Fulton if the 
wheat nad been sold yet. Fulton told him 
he hadn't received any report yet. Harry 
took him into town and sold the grain for 
$430, pocketing the check. 

On August 22 the body of Mrs. Eliza Hill 
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was unearthed im the frtdt cellar of the 
Hill home. She had been shot once 
through the head, dragged down the steps, 
and then buried in the spot Busch had 
been ordered to repair. 

It happened this way: 

Dr. Hill had begun to grow suspicious 
because of the continued absence of his 
former wife. On the 22nd he went to the 
house with Dr. G. A. Dious, another Streator 
physician and friend of the family, and 
together they entered. When he saw the 
mound of earth and bricks in the cellar; 
Hill called up Chief of Police William Robb. 
who uncovered the body at once. 

Mrs. Hill had been dead at least two 
weeks. She had been shot with a .22 cali- 
ber gun, and, clad only in underwear, had 
been placed face downward in the shallow 
grave. 

The caretaker’s story, coupled with Har- 
ry’s check-passing activities and other in- 
criminating circumstances, attached suspi- 
cion to the son at once. It was said that 
Mrs. Hill had threatened to disinherit him 
if he continued to trouble her with his be- 
havior, and she also had frowned upon his 
intention to marry Miss Sawyer the follow- 
ing month. 

Harry did not come forward to deny 
these accusations. He had disappeared. 

Miss Sawyer defended him strenuously. 
Nothing, she said, could make her believe 
that Harry was a murderer. Why, she had 
seen him quite frequently, they had gone 
to the movies, they had made fudge and he 
had always seemed cheerful and pleasant. 

“Did he say anything to you about his 
mother?” State’s Attorney Russell O. Han- 
son asked her at the inquest on the 24th. 

“I think he said she was out of town 
visiting,’ she replied. “Before he left he 
said he would call up Thursday and make 
arrangements for me and my mother to 
visit him in Chicago.” 

“Did you hear from him in any way 
since he left?” 

“No.” 

The girl denied that Mrs. Hill was op- 
posed to her. “We were friends,” she said. 
And as for Harry gambling, she knew he 
had gambled a great deal, but did not 
know that he had ever lost heavily. 

R. C. Osborne, an attorney Dr. Hill had 
retained presumably to defend his son in 
the event of a trial, testified at the inquest 
that he had called atthe Hill home about 
a week before the discovery of the body to 
carry out a request of the doctor. He said 
Dr. Hill had asked him to tell Mrs. Hill 
not to allow the boy to cash any more 
checks. He tried several times to get Mrs. 
Hill on the telephone and finally, he said, 
a man’s voice answered and said that Mrs. 
Hill had just gone out, but would be back 
soon. 

“Dr. Hill cailed his son,” said Osborne. 
“and was told that Mrs. Hill was out of 
town on a vacation.” 

Mrs. Mary Brvydges, of -Chicago, mother 
of William Brydges, who had been a friend 
of young Hill for many years, told of a 
visit Harry made to her home a day or so 
before the body was found. She said he 
appeared happy and gave no indication 
that he had anything on his: mind 
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“When I asked him how his mother was 
he said, ‘Oh, fine” and seemed as carefree 
as ever,’ she stated. “He left about noon, 
said he was going to the barber shop or 
something, I don’t just remember. He 
didn't come back.” 

The outcome of the inquest was a war- 
rant charging young Hill with the murder 
of his mother.

Mrs. Hi:l was last seen alive, Harry was 
captured in Seattle, Wash., after the police 
had investigated the sale of an automobile 
and found it to be the same one in which 
Hill had fled. He had registered at a Seat- 
tle hotel under the name of “H. J. Jack- 
son” and inquired of the room clerk regard- 
ing the first boat he could get to China. 
He had grown a mustache since his de- 
parture from Streator. 

The captive denied almost all the accusa- 
tians, including the murder. He said he 
never told Busch to tamp down the earth 
in the cellar. He said his mother had left 
a note asking him to have the basement 
cleaned. He refused to affirm or deny that 
he had received a telezram from his mother 
while he was in Chicago in which she 
threatened to disinherit him. According to 
the police, Hill had told his friend Bill 
Brydges about receiving such a telegram. 

As for a pistol he was charged with steal- 
ing from R. E. Sparks, a Streator garage 
man, the prisoner admitted that he had 
borrowed a pistol from Sparks and re- 
turned it. He denied the police accusation 
that he had later stolen the weapon 

“I am sorry mother is dea@,.” he replied 
tO a question, “but I have noth- 
ing to do with the murder.”

Not “Two Years Before the Mast,” a la 
Richard Henry Dana, but just two brief 
weeks in Uncle Sam's regular navy, and on 
a real destroyer, too. In such a small amount 
of time the problem is going to be how to 
get as much out of it as possible. In my 
own case, radio and visual communications 
as carried on by a warship will be of prime 
interest, of course, for this is in line with 
my previous experience, but then I want to 
absorb something of the routine on the navi- 
gator’s bridge—I want to pace the quarter 
deck if you please. I want to get some first- 
hand knowledge, limited as this shall be with 
the time available, on gunnery, general quar- 
ters and various drills. Above all, I want 
to feel the old thrill of the sea, the tang 
and the salt spray. But let me recount in 
my own way how it all turned out.

The trial began in December before Judge 
Joe A. Davis in Ottawa. Weeks were con- 
sumed in obtaining a jury. On January 


“13 State’s Attorney Hanson threw the court 


into a furor when he charged the defense 
with trying to fix the jury. He obtained 
the dismissal of eleven veniremen on the 
ground that one of them had remarked 
to the others that this was a good trial 
to serve in as plenty of money, as much 
as $2,000, was in sight for jury service satis- 
factory to the defense. 


The accused venireman, Carl Kratz, ad- 
mitted that three men had approached him 


on the matter of a satisfactory verdict for 
the defendant. 


The prosecution finally got under way on 


January 23. By this time young Hill had 
become more of a matinee idol than a mur- 
der defendant. Most of the audience was 
composed of young women and while they 
Shuddered when they heard Chief Rebb 
describe the finding of the body in the cel- 
lar. their attitude toward the accused av- 
peared to be one of admiration. more than 
revulsion. Friends continually came up to 
him to shake his hand. He was allowed 
the freedom of the court. 


After witnesses had described his arres* 


In Seattle and his subsequent behavior on 
the train and at the murder scene, Deputy 
Sheriff Leonard Orr told of finding in the 
cellar a spade coated with clay and of the 
later discovery upstairs of a pair of Harry's 
shoes, similarly coated with the same sort 
“ot soil, such as the slain woman had been 


buried in. He said that a protecting flange 
on the upper part of the spade had been 
broken off and that any one digging with 
the tool would place his shoe on a sharp 
piece of metal. 


“I found a cut on the sole of the shoe,” 
said Orr, “and it fitted right into the sharp 
piece of metal on the spade. The man 
that wore that shoe used that spade to dig 
the grave. 

The defense sprang a surprise on January 
26 by placing the prisoner himself on the 
stand to testify, m the absence of the jury, 
regarding his treatment by the police in 
Sattle. This move was for the purpose 
of having the court bar the testimony of 
Captain William B. Kent, a Seattle detec- 


tive, one of the prosecution’s chief wit- 
nesses. | 

“They called me names I wouldn't like 
to repeat,” said the white-lipped defendant. 
“They slapped me and kicked me. They 
wouldn't give me food and they took my 
coat away, although it was cold. They said 
they had a thousand and one bits of evi- 
dence against me and that I'd be strung up 
sure. They told me that my father and 
my girl would be charged with the mur- 
der if I didn’t confess.” 


Kent denied that he had abused the boy 
or used profane language. He related the 
story Hill told in Seattle, which was the 
same he told im Streator on his return. 


The court the next day ruled that the 
detective might testify. 

Dr. George E. Mason, a Streator dentist, 
incensed the state’s attorney when he as- 
serted on the stand that he could not 
identify a set of false teeth taken from 
the mouth of the dead woman. His replies 
to all questions were, “I don’t know” or “I 
don’t remember.” 


examined the Hill home after this discov- 
ery of the body and found it neat, the 


beds made, ‘and ne signs of disorder. A 


clothier was asked to identify a suit, the 
knees of which were muddy, as the defend- 
ant’s, but said he could not, although Han- 
son insisted the man had identified the 
suit before the grand jury. 

“Either Dr. Mason lied at the coroner's 
inquest or is not telling the truth now,” 
said Hanson. “Last August, the record 
shows, he identified the teeth and said he

The defendant on this day, the 27th, 
seemed to have recovered from his nervous- 
ness. During recess he joked with women 
friends. “Is it time for me to drop a few 
tears?” he inquired of nmewspapermen.

McNamara, the bank cashier, told his 
story, and Fulton, the farmer, told his. The 
four defense lawyers staged a bitter fight 
against the admittance of McNamara’s 
testimony, but lost. 

Then on February 2 came the aged care- 
taker, Peter Busch, with his very damaging 
story of Harry directing him to repair the 
cellar and telling him, “Don’t dig any 
deeper.’ This phrase was repeated a dozen 
times while he was on the stand. When 
he defense suddenly inquired if Busch him- 
self had committed the murder he rose up 
in his chair and in a high pitched, trem- 
bling voice hurled his denial at the cross- 
examiner. 

By this time young Hill had begun to 
grow nervous again. 

The defense opened with 15 character 
witnesses who described the boy’s reputa- 
tiog for honesty and- peacefulness. Then 
the black-eyed Alice Sawyer took the stand 
and swore Harry had been with her on the 
afternoon and evening of August 4, as well 
as on certain other days later in the month. 
Hill kept his eyes averted most of the time 
while she testified, but when it was over 
she went to him and they smilingly shook 
hands. 

The taking of testimony ended at last 
on February 10. State’s Attorney Hanson tn 
his address to the jury said that the prose- 
cution would be satisfied with a lesser ver- 
dict than murder in the first degree: He 
concluded his address with the following 
words: 

“From the clay-encrusted lips of that 
mother lying in her shallow grave in the 
cellar of her house in Streator comes the 
message, ‘Don't kill my boy.” 

This statement must have pleased vhe 
defense, for they waived the right to sum 
up, as they had waived the richt *o put 
Harry on the stand. 

And the verdict? 

There was no verdict. 

The jury deliberated 69 hours and was 
then discharged as hopelessly deadiecked. 
Por the first day the vote stood 7 to 5 for 
conviction and life imprisonment. Then a 
compromise was sought and they veered to 
9 to 3 for fourteen years’ imprisonment. 
That was as near as they got to a decision. 
Three jurors held out for an acquittal until 
the end. 

On the following April 27 Harry Hill was 
admitted to $20,000 bond. Judge Davis said 
he did so “solely in the interest of the 
young man's health.” 

Hill has never been retried. They say 
in Ottawa that he never will be retried.

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Kurope’s Bonds of Peace 


A United Europe, Bound by Economic Necessity Into a Peaceful Whole, Is the Vision of This Italian 
Statesman, Who Believes That the Masses of European Countries Are Filled With a 
Sentiment for Peace to Which in Time Their Governments Must Bow

INCE the war there has sprung up 

in America a growing feeling of 
aversion and distate for the po- 
litical trend of Europe, and espe- 
cially for her diplomatic and international 
machinery. 

Far be it from me to think that this feel- 
ing is quite wrong. One might only remark, 
perhaps, that Americans have a blessing 
which is much greater than their pros- 
perity and their immense future possibili- 
ties—they have no hates in the blood. And 
it is partly to this that I attribute the sense 


of joy which pervades me when I am in 


America. But when Americans are tempt- 
ed to pass a hasty condemnation on our 
errors and our madnesses, which indeed are 
grave and real. it would only be fair for 
them to remember that our extensive past 
is like a medal with two sides. If one

But, I repeat, this general state of mind 
may pass—because the rising generations 
quickly forget the lessons of the past. 

That is why it looks like complete blind- 
ness and madness that there are today 
some governments which do not see the 
dangers that are in store for our form of 
civilization if the enraged nationalisms and 
imperialisms are really going to provoke 
some day a new bankruptcy of peace. 
These, and these alone, are the accom- 
plices of the over-advertised Russian dan- 
ger. 


Fortunately. however, even if the govern- 
ments of Europe do not give us very many 
reasons to hope—not because of any ill will 
on their part, but because they are too 
slow and cautious in their moves and so 
run the risk of losing all the force that 


they might draw from the living memories 
of the war-—there are other elements, and 
probably no less important ones which 
have already understood. I allude to the 
economic forces of Europe. As Professor 
James I. Shotwell said in an excellent and 
far-seeing article published in this maga- 
zine on the tenth anniversary of the armis- 
tice: 

“Ultimate guccess or failure ‘in war) 
must take into account as well the entire 
economic strategy and the losses or gains 
in industrial resources or financial obliga- 
tions which must be measured up against 
a gain or loss of a few miles of territory.” 

Nationalistic newspapers may bark at 
each other from the French capital and the 
German capital. It will matter little when 
the great industrial magnates from both 
sides of the Rhine have discovered—as there

are reasons to belleve that they are going 
to discover—that they have everything 
gain through an entente. 

Such an entente has already taken place 
between Sweden and Norway, two small 
but historical countries whose rivalry de- 
stroyed the peace of the Baltic world for 
many generations; it is from the Swedish 
rivers that Norwegian factories take their 
electric force. At the opposite corner of 
Europe, Spain and Portugal virtually for- 
got their old brotherly antipathy as soon 
as they learned to draw common advan- 
tages from the Douro. And the same tend- 
ency may be detected in many other parts 
of Europe. 


Those who do not see this trend remind 
me of the innkeepers and postilions of the 
40s who organized popular demonstrations 
against the construction of railways, think- 
ing they would be ruined by them. 


Thus it has always been in this world 
of ours. When great national entities have 
been on the point of coalescing inter-pro- 
vincial hatreds have always seemed to reach 
their greatest fury. 


At the very moment when wars of re- 
ligion were about to vanish forever it 
seemed as though theological strife had 


never been so acute. 

The French terrorists gave the impres- 
sion that their riot of carnage would never 
cease, at the very moment when the at- 
mosphere was on the point of lightening 
and life was about to become more smiling 
and humane. 

A century ago, kept prisoner on an island 
in the Atlantic, he who had caused the 
blood of half of Europe to flow in a hun- 
dred battles, knew a moment of sincerity, 
unique in his genius-comedian’s career. This 
was not when he dictated the “Memorial de 
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Ste. Helene,” which was a statement for 
the defense; not even when he wrote his 
will, a set piece for the French people; 
but when, on the very eve of his death. 
he summoned his last strength to send his 
final message to his son with advice drawn 
from his unparalleled reserve of experience 
—it was on that occasion that Bonaparte 
was, for once, sincere. 


Italian Corsican as he had always re- 
mained beneath his French veneer and his 
assumed but non-existent French “patriot- 
ism,” this man was too deeply imbued with 
truly Italian family feeling not to be ab- 
solutely genuine with the one being he 
loved, his son and heir. He wrote: 

“The aim of all my son's efforts should 
be to rule by peace. For the future there is 
only one way to convince Europe, and that 
is through reason. My son should be a 
man of new ideas. ... The new idea is 
to reunite Europe in the bonds of an in- 
dissoluble federation. It is in this direction 
that Europe is advancing. To endeavor to 
retard progress would be a waste of 
Strength. It is useless to struggle against 
the inevitable. I cut the Gordian knot of 
the nations; now it must be untied.” 

So wrote the dying man, who had strug- 
gled for so many years against the “in- 
evitabie.” 

To repeat Bonaparte’s phrase, the “Gor- 
dian knot of the nations was untied as a 
result of the World War which (in appear- 
ance only) had given the lie to the Corsi- 
can’s vision. The World War will ome day 
appear merely as the culminating proof 
that we had come to the end of a Europe 
ag it was in 1914—an anarchical Europe 
with no real common life and links between 
the states except the artificial law of diplo- 
matic equilibrium.

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Before the war there was but one guar< 
antee of a common European existence— 
the equilibrium of the great powers. The 
folly of 1914 proved that such an equili- 
brium was no more than a perilous scaf- 
folding; perilous because it was artificial, 
and therefore, essentially transitory. 


This is indeed the only lesson of the war. 
We have at least learned a negative lesson; 
that nobody dares trust this old equilibrium 
any longer. 


No wonder if nobody yet knows what 
form the new European order is going to 
take. But it matters little. One certainty 
we have, and it is the only one that mat- 
ters: Sorrow and suffering are the teach- 
ers and revealers of new horizons to men, 
and we shall not have paid too dear for 
our four terrible years of war if they have 
taught Europe that there is no longer & 
place for hatred and division. 


In the Italian parliament some years ago 
when I was discussing the necessity—in 
which I deeply believed—of a friendly set- 
tlement of all the questions between Ital- 
ians and Jugoslavians I once ended @ 
speech from the government bench with 
this phrase: “No matter if the two people 


will not agree out of love, they are bound 
to agree in the end from sheer necessity.” 

And so it finally turned out. My fascist 
successors violently attacked me for my 
policy of conciliation and collaboration with 
our eastern neighbors; but the force of 
reality obliged them to go on following 
and developing this same policy. It will be 
the same way for Europe, and much sooner 
than one might be led to believe from read- 
ing of present-day incidents and incom- 
prehensions. 

I am sure of my optimism because it not 
only does not rely on the problematical 
wisdom of European cabinets, but because 
it does not care very much for what they 
might or might not do to promote the great 
advance. 

When politicians do something good im 
foreign policy, they end by believing thas 
it has been chiefly their work. . With the 
exception of some rare cases, the politi- 
cians—almost always—are only notaries, 
imagining that they create the events shey 
have simply entered into their registers. 

European solidarity is already in the mak- 
ing not because of governments, but be- 
cause—never so clearly in our history—é&€ 
is recognized as a fatal necessity by the 
masses on one side and by the economic 
elite om the other. 

When this phase will be reached, it is 
difficult now to foresee. What matters is 
to know which way the current of history 
goes, and not to mistake for the channel 
of international life certain turbid rhetort- 
cal eddies which for a short space of time 
Tlow backward between slimy banks of

Men are easily dominated by selfish in- 
terests. Each class will seek to legislate 
for itself. The condemnation of bolshevism 
is that they want the government in the 
hands of the unwashed and the unshaved. 

Some years ago in Georgia the farmers 
decided that farmers should run the gov- 
ernment. 

As a consequence they came in one vote 
of electing to the United States senate a 
man, who afterwards was under a very 
urgent necessity of leaving the state, and 
the supreme court was kept busy for some 
time declaring their legislative acts uncon- 
stitutional. 

Farmers have the same right to political 
office as members of any other vocation, 
but not irrespective of qualification. The 
good of all is best for all. The old Bour- 
bon idea of the sole comfort of the upper 
class is passing. 

This false distinction was expressed in 
the cringing prayer of the poor. 

“God bless the squire and all his rich re- 
lations, and teach us poor folk to keep our 
stations.” 

The second axiom is that the wealth of 
a country consists in its manhood and not 
in its preperty.

A third axiom clearly related to the fore- 
roing is that we must strive towards giv- 
ing equality of opportunity to all human 
beings. 

Men are not equal, but every man should 
have the opportunity of becoming all that 
he is capable of being. 

Shiftiess parents who would live on the 
labor of their children should be compelled 
to give to their children an educational 
chance. 

Children should not be left in the keep- 
ing of parents who are notoriously crue) 
and criminal, if for no other reason than 
that they afterwards endanger the life of 
the state. 

This is a matter of simple justice to the 
child, and justice to the community and 
justice to the state.
